Announced With Ceremony. 


The resignation of Justice _Me- 
Kenna from the supreme bench after 
service there since January 26, 1898, 
was made known with unusual ceze- 
mony, Chief Justice Taft making the 
announcement after a large basket of 
roses had been placed by the marshal 
of the court upon the bench in front 
of the retiring member. Ordivarily, 
such an announcement would have 
been made at the white house, and 
felicitations such ‘as were today ex- 
changed between the chief justice, 
speaking for himself and the remain- 
ing members of the court, and the re- 
sponse by the retiring justice, would 
have been made public after the latter 
had left the bench and returned to 
private life. ' 

The unusual proceedings today, 
however, were arranged as a mark of 
the deep affection in which Justic2 
McKenna was held by his associates. 
After he had concludeil the reading of 
a letter to his colleagues, the court 
and the entire audience in the cham- 
ber arose and remained standing until, 
with bowed head but firm step, he 
had withdrawn. 

Vigorous Despite Age. 

Oniy a few minutes before 
resignation was officially announced, 
Justice MeKenna delivered a decision. 
Although in his 82nd year, he retains 
notable vigor, physical and mental, 
and probably would not have retired 
except for the death recently of his 
wife. 

Mr. Stone was a student at Amherst 
when the president was therg, and a 
iriendship was formed then which was 
continued, although they were not 
members of the same class. The great 
confidence repcsed in him by the pres- 
ident led to his selection to take 
charge of the department of justice

By Detendant 


Finley Hill Does Not Pause 
To Remove Wrapper and 
Rubber Bands. 


palatable food. 

For instance, Finley Hill, 34, of 
an R. F. D. address, who is now at 
Fulton Tower in default of $300 on 
a charge of selling narcotics, Monday 
swallowed two and a half grains of 
morphine, wrapped in newspaper and 
the whole seasoned with rubber bands 
to hold the package intact. 

It happened this way: Hill was ar- 
rested in the morning at a house at 
the corner of Fair and Forsyth streets 
by narcotic officers who said Hill sold 
some “dope”. to one of their “stool- 
pigeons.” 

The alleged peddler was hailed be- 
fore United States Commissioner Col- 
quitt Carter on a charge of selling 
narcotics. Of course, the evidence— 


two and a half grains of morphine— 


was brought along to the trial. Neat- 
ly wrapped in newspaper, securely 
bound in a couple of,rubber bands, 
it lay on the commissioner's desk. 

While he was testifying the prison- 
er‘s hand shot quickly to the “dope” 
package which was deftly transferred 
to his mouth. Almost simultaneously 
three pairs of brawny arms seized 
Hill by the neck and three voices 
shouted in unison “Spit it out.” But 
as the six hands—which were those 
of Narcotic Officers Hardison, McGee 
and Satterfield—grasped Hill's throat 
there was a gulp, a wincing of his 
face and the evidence was gone— 
swallowed by the prisoner. 

Despite its absence Commissioner 
Carter bound Hill over to the grand 
jury and set his bond at $300, which 
he was unable to make.

Teere were 1,732 fewer arrests 
made by the Atlanta police depart- 
ment in 1924 than there were in the 
previous year, according to the annual 
report completed Monday night. The 
report shows that, in 1924, 32.697 
persons were taken into custody for 
various offenses, while in 1923, there 
were 34,429 persons arrested. 

During the year just ended there 
were just 1,000 arrests made by city 
police on state warrants. In the pre- 
ceding year there were 1.800 state ar- 
rests made by local officers of the 
law. 

Disorderly conduct, intoxication ana 
motor law violators, as usual, led the 
list of arrests in 1924, 

Traffic Violators. 

There were more traffic violators 
and more drunks in 1924 than there 
were in 1923. During 1924, there

Capper’s Bill. 

Senator Capper's bill follows: 

To control the possesgion, sale and wse 
of pistols and revolvers in the District of 
Columbia, to provide penalties, and for other 
purposes. 

Be it enacted by the senate and house of 
representatives of the United States of 
America in congress, assembled, 

Section 1. Definition—‘‘Pistol or revol- 
ver,”’ as used in this act, shall be -con- 
strued as meaning any firearm with bar- 
rel less than 12 inches in length. 

Section 2. Committing Crime When Arm- 
ed—If any person shall within the District 
of Columbia commit or attempt to commit 
a crime when armed with a pistol or re- 
volver, and having no permit to earry the 
same, he shall in addition to the punish- 
ment provided for the crime, be punished 
by imprisonment for not less than five 
years. 

Section 3. Punishment—The judge shall 
vave the power to sentence any person who 
may be convicted for a second or third of- 
fense under section 2, of this act, to double 
and triple the penalty imposed thereby, and 
for a fourth offense the person so convicted 
may be sentenced to perpetual imprisonment. 

Section 4. Being Armed Prima Facie Evi- 
dence of Intention—In the trial of a person 
for the conunission of a felomy or of an at- 
tempt to commit a felony or of an attempt 
to commit a folony against the person of ou- 
other within the District of Columbia, the 
fact that be was armed with a pistol cr 
revolver and having no permit \o carry the 


‘same shall be prima facie evidence of Iris 


intention to commit said felony. 
Section 5. Aliens and Criminals Must Not 
Possess Arms—No unnaturalized foreign- 
born person and no person who has heen 
convicted of a felony against the person cr 
property of another, shall own or have n 
his possession or under his control, within 
the District of Columbia, a pistol or re- 
volver. Violations of this’ section shall be 
punished by imprisonment for not less than 


Section 6. Carrying Pistol Concealed—No 
person shall carry, within the Diatrict of 
Columbia, a pistol or revolver concealed in 
any vehicle or upon his person, except in 
his dwelling house or place of business, 
tieense therefor as hereinafter 
provided. Violations of this section shall be 
punished by imprisonment for not less than 
one year, and upon conviction the pistol or 
revolver shall be ceonfiseated and destroyed. 

Section 7. Exceptions—The provisions cf 
preceding section shall not apply to 
policemen, or other duly 
appointed peace officers, nor to the regula: 
and ordinary transportation of pistols or re- 
volvers as merchandise, nor to members cf 
the army, navy, or marirte corps of che 
United States, or the national guard, when 
on duty, or organizations by law authorized 
to purchase or receive such weapons from 
the United States, or the District of Co- 
lumbia, nor to duly authorized military or 
eclvil organizations when parading, nor to 
the members thereof when at or going to 
er from their edstomary places of assembly. 

Issue of Licenses. 

Section 8, Issue of Licenses . 
Any judge of the police court of the )is- 
trict of Columbia, shall, upon the applica- 
tion of any person having a bona fide rest 
dence or place of businesa within the sdis- 
trict of Columbia or of any person having 
a bona fide residence or place of business 
within the United States and a permit te 
earry a firearm concealed upon hig person 
issued by the authorities of any state or 
subdivision of the United. States, issue a 
license to such person to carry a pistol or 
revolver within the District of Columbia 
for not more than one year from date of 
ixene, if it appears that the applicant nae 
sood reason to fear an injury to hig per- 
con or property or for aay other proper 
purpose, and that he is a suitable person 
te be so licensed. The license shall be in 
triplicate, in form to be prescribed by the 
commissioners of the District os Columbia, 
and shall bear the name, address, descrip- 
tion and signature of the licensee and the 
reason given for desiring a_ license. The 
original thereof shall be delivered to the 
licensee, the duplicate shall within seven 
aya be sent hy registered mail to the 
major and superintendent of the metropoli- 
tan police of the District of Columbia, and 
the triplicate shall be preserved for six 
vears by the judge of the police court of 
the District of Columbia issuing the same. 
Section . Selling to Minors—Any person 

persons who shall, within the Diatriet 
of Columbia, sell, barter, hire, lend, or 
give to any, minor ‘under the age of 21 
years any pistol or revolver shall he \ deem- 

d guilty of a misdemeanor and shall, upon 
Raviction thereof, be fined not more than 
$100 or be imprisoned not more than three 
months, or both. 

Section 10 Sales Regulated—No person 
shall within the District of Columbia eelt, 
deliver or otherwise transfer a pistol or re- 
volver to a person who he has reasonable 
cause to believe either is an unnaturalized 
foreign-born person or has been convictea 
of a felony against the person or proper:y 
of another, nor in any event shall he de- 
liver a pistol or revolver on the day of the 
application for the ypurchase thereof, ana 
when delivered said pistol or revolver shall 
be securely wrapped and shall be unloaded. 
tefore a delivery be made the purchaser 
shall sign in duplicate and deliver to the 
seller a statement containing his full name. 

nationality, the date of sale, tne 
make, model, and manufacturer's 
of the weapon. The seller shall, 
seven days, sign and forward hy 
registered mail to the major and superin- 
tendent of the metropolitan police of ‘hie 
District of Columbia one copy thereof and 
shall retain the other copy for six years. 
‘eis section shall not apply to sales at 
wholesale. Where neither party to the 
transaction holds a dealer's license, no wner- 
son shall sell or otherwise transfer a jis- 
tol or revolver to any person not personally 
known to him. Violations of this section 
shall be punished by a fine of not less than 
$100 or by imprisonment for not less than 
one year, or by both such fine and im- 
prisonment. 

Section 11. Dealers To Be Licensed—Who- 
ever, within the District of Columbia, with- 
out being licensed as hereinafter provided, 
sells, advertises, or exnosea for sale, or has 
in his possession with intent to sell, pis- 
tole or revolvers, shall be punished by im- 
prisonument for not less than two years, 

Dealers’ Licenses. 

Section 12. Dealers’ Licenses: By Whom 
Granted and Conditions Thereof—The com- 
missioners of the District of Columbia ‘nay 
grant licenses, and may prescribe the form 
thereof, effective for not more than one 
year from date of issue, permitting the ii- 
censee to sell at retail within the District 
of Columbia pistols and revolvers, subject

Washington, January 5.— Upon 
Secretary of War Weeks rests the 
Herculean task of cutting down the 
amount of water Chicago takes from 
Lake Michigan from 10,000 cubic feet 
per second to 4.167 cubic feet within 
;the next 60 days, according to a 
{supreme court decision Monday. 

The supreme court action, decreeing 
that the federal government wag em- 
powered to regulate the amount of 
water to be withdrawn by the :ani- 
tary district of Chicago from Lake 
Michigan, settled a controversy which 
has waged between both Canadian 
and American cities in the Great wake 
basin for more than 20 years. The 
decision Monday upheld the lower 
eourt’s injunction, ordered the sani- 
tary district of Cliicago to cease with- | 
drawing more than the 4.167 gubic. 
feet per second allowed by the war Je- | 
partment’s permit. | 

What action Weeks will take in 
enforcing the supreme court order is 
not known. The injunction has been 
ordered to go into effect within 60 
days “without prejudice to any fur-| 


ther permit which may be issued hy 
the secretary of war.” 


If the flow of water is restric‘ed.. 


counsel for Chicago argued, the city’s 
sewage will be carried into the lake 
and immediately polute the water for 
more than 3,000,000 people, probably 
causing an epidemic. It was pointed 
out that the installation of the neces- 
sary filtration plants would cost more 
than $100,000,000 and would take 15 
to 25 years to complete. 

Should the decision be enforced to 
the letter, Chicago will have to pre- 
vide other means of obtaining drain- 
age water within the two-month pe- 
riod. Upon Weeks rests the enforce- 
ment and the secretary Monday night 
refused to make comment. 

The Chicago canal has been draw- 
ing approximately 10,000 cubic feet 
per second from Lake Michigan for 
many years and the litigation to block 
the withdrawal was started in 1908. 
Practically every city and state ber- 
dering on the Great Lakes was rep- 
resented in the hearing.

Further indication of Atlanta's 
growing prosperity is given in postal 
figures for 1924 which were madé 
public Monday by Postmaster HB. kK. 
Large. Receipts for the year were $3.- 
408,268.13 as compared to $3,265,- 
905.74 for 1923, an advance of $142,- 
362.39. 

Postmaster Large pointed out that 
the receipts over a period of 10 years 
showed an increase of about $2,000,- 
000, or 133 per cent. In the matter

“Cap” Joyner was state fire mar- 
shal for a number of years and presi- 
dent of the National Association of 
Fire Chiefs for two terms. His opin- 
ion was sought by fire engineers in all 
parts of the country and he was re- 
garded as an authority by leading 
chiefs of the United States. 

On completi@g his term as mayor, 
he retired from public life. Failing 
eyesight, added to other illnesses. 
caused this, and he moved to Dallas.

“It will be necessary in a short 
time to either build a new police bar- 
racks or make extensive and costly 
improvements on the present one. It 
will also be necessary in order 
to build the approach on _ Ala- 
bama street to the Spring street 
viaduct, which must be done, to re- 
move the fire headquarters from the 
present location... If these two de- 
partments are located at the site 
of the city government, much sav- 
ing can be accomplished in overhead 
charges alone, and the sale of the po- 
lice and fire headquarters and the 
present city hall, would raise suffi- 
cient funds to buy a larger lot and 
build a magnificent municipal building 
thereon, with suitable quarters for 
the police and fire departments there- 
in, together with ample garage facili- 
ties in the rear of the lot. 

Records Broken. 

“In the construction department 
all records have been broken the past 
year. Approximately thirty-five miles 
of permanent pavement has been put 
down on 150 streets. Twenty-two 


iand one-half miles of curbing have 


been laid; 25 1-2 miles of sidewalk 
pavement have been put down. One of 
the best advertisements a city can 
have is good paved streets, at the 
same time it is more economical for 
vehicles, and hence the taxpayers, in 
addition to the relief of congestion in 
traffic in the business section. 

“In the construction department ap- 
proximately 20 miles of sewers were 
laid and more than 750 surface 
closets eliminated in 1924. The health 
of a city requires that the surface 
closets should be done away with, 
and I hope by the end of the present 
year to see all of them eliminated in 
the city limits. 

“For several years the people have 
sought to have the Lloyd street trunk 
sewer extended to the Atlanta and 
West Point belt railway. This proj- 
ect is at present practically com- 
pleted and will enclose one of the 
largest sewer branches inside the city 
limits. The cost of this sewer is 
being borne by the city and Fulton 
county jointly, and the present con- 
tract for 1.600 feet will cost ap- 
proximately $160,00Q Much work has 
been done on sewers in the new 


annexed sections of the city, especially 
in the Kirkwood section. Sanitary 
outfall lines have been constructed 
as well as new sewers in numerous 
streets, and old sewers have been 
relaid where found to be too small. 
Culverts and drains in several in- 
stances have been replaced where 
the old ones were inadeauate. Storm 
water sewers have been constructed 
in various sections, affording relief 
to badly flooded areas as well as 
protection to street pavements aud 
private property. 

“The construction of sewers is one 
of the most essential improvements 
for any community since it is one of 
the greatest safeguards to the health 
of the people, and I wish to urge that 
the activities in the construction de- 
partment he continued with special 
attention to the construction of sew- 
ers in the congested sections where 
the surface closets are located. 


Too Many Employees. 


“From observation I am of the

Negotiations 
have practically been completed 
whereby this much-needed improve- 
ment can be made this year, and I 
wish to urge that an appropriation 
of $25,000 be made for this purpose. 

Madison Extension. 

“The right of way for the exten 
sion of Madison avenue has been ob- 
tained and work on this extension will 
be ready to proceed just as soon as a 
taxing zone is established, and I wish 
to urge that this matter be given 
precedence in street widening and ex- 
tension this year, 

“The extension of Broad street is 
also a very necessary improvement 
and the right of way has been prac- 
tically assured with the exception of 
block and this extension of 
street. from Mitchell into 
Whitehall, will do much to relieve 
traffic congestion in the business see- 
tion of the city and will add greatly 
to taxable values, 

“The widening of Peters street 
should also receive attention since a 
part of the right of way has already 
been acquired. 

“The widening, regrading and pav- 
ing of Courtland street is one of the 
largest and at the same time most 
important street improvements under 
consideration by the city government.

New City Hall. 


| “The present site of the city gov-| 


‘ernment is a valuable piece of prop- 
| erty, but the building is not suitably 
‘arranged and there is much lost space 
fand it is becoming crowded, especially 
in the school department. During tlie 
past few weeks I have teen approach- 
ed on the subject of selling the pres- 
ent city hall with a view of purchas- 
ing a central piece of property and 
building thereon a magnificent mmtuni- 
cipal building. There are at least two 
very large and suitable lots available 
at present at reasonable prices, either 
one of which would be as conveniently 
located as the present site and three 
times as large. I shall be glad to 
jtake up at the proper time with your 
honorable body these questions and 
‘submit to vou the facts which | have

“Until viaducts are built at Pryor 
street and Central avenue, the traf- 
fic congestion of the business sec- 
tion of Atlanta can not be jinril- 
gently solyed. For some reason some 
members of the legislature opposed 
granting to the city of Atlanta the 
right to construct these viaducts over 
the state’s railroad right of way. It 
IS my purpose to continue the fight 
for permission to build these via- 
ducts, and to this end will within 
the next few weeks apponit a com- 
mittee of citizens, and with your per- 
mission a special committee from 
council to urge the state to grant the 
city this right. 

“The Bell street bridge has been 
closed for the past year. I am in- 
formed that it is not advisable to re- 
place this bridge but that an un- 
derpass from Decatur street to East 
Hunter should be built, and that the 
railroads have agreed to pay ap- 
proximately one-half of the cost. 

“The Magnolia street bridge has 
been condemned and is now closed 
to traffic. This bridge is too nar- 
row and should be rebuilt with suf- 
ficient width and strength to carry 
street car traffic in order that street 
cars may be routed through this street 
and thereby relieve much congestion 


in the center of the city. 


| “A bridge over the railroad tracks 


at Decatur street should be built.

“One of the accomplishments of 
the past year of which all are proud 
is the improvement at Grady hos- 
pital. Through the generosity of one 
of Atlanta’s patriotic citizens, Mr. 
Jacob Elsas, the clinic has been re- 
modeled and enlarged to where we 
now have 51 rooms with nine de- 
partments as against four rooms here- 
tofore. The cost of this improve- 
ment which was $50,000 was con- 
tributed by Mr. Elsas and the city 
appropriated the sum of $15,000 for 
equipment. Grady hospital now has 
‘three units—the white, colored and 
the Steiner ward, with a capacity of 

2 beds—200 white, 200 coloréd 
and 12 in the Steiner ward. 

“During the past year the Steiner 
ward was completed and equipped at 
an expense of approximately $30U,- 

This ward is specially equipped 
for the treatment of cancer and was 
made possible because of the generous 
gift of the late Mr. Albert Steiner, 
tor whom the ward is named. ‘This 
is said to be the most complete hos- 
pital ward in the entire south and 
charity patients, as well as those 
who are able to pay, are treated 
therein. 

“On; of the most modern laun- 
dries in the entire country was 
added to Grady hospital the past 
year. A splendid building was erect- 
ed and the most modern equipment 
installed. 

‘Ihe boiler building was enlarged 
and a new boiler installed. ‘The clin- 
ics, White and colored, have treated 
more than 75,000 patients, and the 
ambulances have made from 25 to JU 
calls per day. 

‘There is now under cunstruction 
another ward which will be known 
as the contagious diseases ward, and 
the psychopathic ward is also in- 
eluded in this addition. 

Junior Chamber Lauded. 

“The Juniot Chamber of Commerce 
deserves much praise for the interest 
tuken in the establishment of this 
msychopathic ward. ‘This is another 
instance of the splendid cooperation 
and of the display of the Atlanta 
syirit upon the part of her citizenry. 
A:ding the junior chamber in this 
splendid work were the different wom- 
en’s organizations of the city, whose 
loyalty and fidelity to all that is best 
for Atlanta has never been excelled. 
in fact, the spTYendid: cooperation of 
all the civie organizations of Atlanta 
in every undertaking is not unly most 
wonderful but is invaluable, and with- 
out which the growth and develoy- 
ment of Atlanta would be greatly im- 
peded. 

“The health department has render- 
e] splendid service the past year. The 
inspectors should be more vigilant in 
seeing that the milk supply to the 
people of the city is pure and free 
from contamination. A specia: report 
recommending certain changes in the 
law regulating milk dealers has been 
mode and these recomendations, I 
aim informed, have been approved by 
the health department, and _ unless 
they are to be foilowed there is no 
need of having a health department. 

‘In this department a more avs- 
tematic record of activities should be 
lept. There are employed in the 
health department sume 15 public 
welfare nurses. ‘They are making 
calls throughout the «ity each day 
end they shovld make written daily 
reports of what they dv, giving the 
name, gtreet nnd number of the pa- 
tients vpon whom they call. This 
would require but little time and 
these records should be preserved in 
orde?® that a check may be made by 
the health officer and the city physi- 
eiana upon the condilion and the 
progress made }y tnese people whom 
the nurses sevg.. At pwesent only a 
monthly report is required and in the 
past this has not been promptly made. 

Sanitary Conditions. 

“Much improvement has been made 
in the sanitary department by the ad- 
dition of improved transportation fa- 
cilities. I wish to urge that additions 
to the transportation facilities of this 
department be continued and that as 
a result more efficiency will be wob- 
tained as well as economy. With only 
one crematory it is almost impossible 
for the mule and cart to haul garbage 
from the remote sections of the citv 
on account of the distance, and wita 
the installation of more light trucks. 
the mule and cart can be eliminated 
except in those sections where unim- 
proved streets render the use of motor 
trucks impossible. 

“The office of city warden should 


be abolished and the clerical force, or 
so much thereof as is necessary, trans- 
ferred to the department of health and 
the health pfficer supervise this work. 
There is no necessity for maintaining 
a separate department of government 
for charity when the city contributes 
so generously to the Community 
Chest. About the only necessity for 
anyone in the city hall to look after 
charity is the emergency cases, and a 
clerk in the health department could 
easily do this. 

“There are many other departmentis 
of our city government that could be 
consolidated with much saving to the 
taxpayers, 

“There is absolutely no need for a 
department of Qakland cemetery. 
This department slfould be placed un- 
der the park department and the of- 
fice of the general manager of parks 
located in one of the parks or at Oak- 
land cemetery. 

Centralized Bookkeeping. 


“Some two or three years ago *he 
city employed auditors to audit its 
accounts and its system of accounting. 
These auditors who were paid tor 
their services and advice recommend- 
ed a centralized system of bookkeep- 
ing and that the bookkeepers in tae 
different departments be dispensed 
with. These auditors were employed 
by the city and evidently had the con- 
fidence of the city officials and their 
report should be put into effect. They 
also recommended that a paymuster 
be employed by the city, whose duty 
it should be to pay off all of the em- 
ployees in the different departments. 
Only recently the head of one of the 
largest departments of our city gov- 
ernment came to me and stated that 
this recommendation should be put 
into effect. Under the present sys- 
tem if those in charge were disposed 
to do so, the time of the employees 
in the different departme:uts could he 
padded and more time reported than 
was actually put in and = paymant 
made to the employee of the actnal 
time and the difference retained. Il 
am not charging that anyone now in 
the employ of the city is doing this 
or would do so, but I am informed 
that it has been done in the past and 
it will be too late after a repetition to 
make these changes. 

“Last year the city limits were ex- 
tended out Briarcliff road and for some 
reason a zigzag line established, leav- 
ing property-owners nearest the city 
out and including others in the city 
limits who live farther out. This 
should be corrected, and I trust the 
charter revision committee will «ee 
that it is done. 

“The keeper of public buildings and 
.counds, if the recommendations of a 
special committee appointed are fol- 
lowed, will have his office in that now 
occupied by the public weigher. The 
keeper of public buildings and grounds 


“should be required to attend to what 


little public weighing is requested. 
E+ should also be required to look 
aicer the public comfort station. It 
is not necessary to have one man look 
after the city hall proper, another to 
look after the public comfort station 
and another look after the public 
scales. The keeper of public build- 
ings and grounds has under him 
some five or six janitors. The cus- 
todian of the public comfort station 
should not have more than three or 
four janitors, and the duties of the 

ie weigher are very light. Not 
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or three miniites is required for each | 
service. is 
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Péns ystem 

“Last year a splendid pension sys- 
tem was adopted for the firemen. 
Under this law the firemen contribute 
a small percentage of their salary each 
month to a fund out of which pensions 
are to be paid. This fund is supple- 
mented by a percentage of the fire 
insurance premiums that sre collect- 
ed, and if :t is found tha‘ this is not 
sufficient, I recommend that the city 
also contribute to thix fund. I am 
mentioning this for the purpose of re- 
questing that a similar law should 
be passed for the protection of mem- 
bers of the police department. By 
setting aside a certain part of the 
cost in each case in the Recorder's 
court, a fund for the protection of 
members of the police department 
could also be created and this burden 
taken off the taxpayers and at the 
same time they would be more amply 
protected. No one should object to 
caring for the policemen and fire- 
men who are injured in the discharge 
of their duties. Too great care can 
not be given this subject, but there 
are men con the temporary pension 
list who ate just as able to work as 
those who are paying the taxes to 
pension them. Some of these tempo- 
rary pensioners are making more 
money while they are on the pension 
roll than they made while working for 
the city. Some of these temporary 
pensioners were rot even injured by 
the city. Some of them have been on 
the pension roll for ten or twelve 
years although supposed to be tempo- 
rary. It was probably due to put 
them on a pension at the time it was 
done. I am not cuestioning this. but 
after they have recovered and are able 
to earn a living and earn even more 
than when they were employed by the 
city, they should ve dropped from the 
temporary pension list. This does not 
apply to those who have gone on the 
permanent list because of faithful and 
continuous service for a_ specified 
number of years. 

“The present city code is fourteen 
years old and does not contain more 
than half of the present ordinances of 
force. I recommend that a new code 
of the laws of the city of Atlanta be 
published, and from an investigation 
the cost will be very small. My infor- 
mation is that the, city attorney has 
already prepared the necessary data 


for the purpose of publishing this 
code and the same should 1eceive wag 
mediate attention. 

“The improvement made in_ the 
waterworks department has been very 
great and more water mains have been 
laid in 1924 than in any year pre 
viously. ‘The new 48-inch main from 
the river to the reservoir has been | 
completed and the capacity for supply- | 
ing water doubled. 

Waterworks. 

“More than 34 wiles of cast-iron 
water pipe and more than seven miles 
of wrought-fron service pipe, making a 
total of 41 miles of water pipe, were 
More than three-fourths | 
of the cost of laying this pipe was | 
tnken from the general funds of the | 
city. ‘There is now approximatety | 
$1,000,000 in waterworks improve- 
ment bonds and money left over froin 
different projects that was not ex- 
pended. ‘his money and that to be 
derived from a sale of the bonds !s to 
be expended under the direction of the 
bond commission. 

“One of the improvements which 
should receive the immediate attention 
of the bond commission and of general 
council is the improvement of the in- 
take at the river. This work can not 
be started until the bond commission 
makes its recommendation. For some 
time past efforts have been made to 
get the bond commission to make a 
recommendation in regard to this pro)- 
ect. To go up the river and condemn 
property for the purpose of making 
extensive improvements wiil require 
the expenditure of approximately two 
and one-half million dollars. Much of 
the land will have to be condemned , 
aud this would require time. 

“Since commumcating with your 
honorable body about this matter, a 
personal inspection has been made, 
xud the opinions of those immediately 
in charge of the operation of the 
waterworks obtained, aud I recon- 
mend that immediate repairs,- which 
will not vost more than $2,000 or 
$3,00U, be made on the present intake, 
and that by the expenditure of this 
amount under the direction of those 
in immediate charge of the river sta- 
tion, the capacity of the intake will 
be doubled. 

Permanent Keviston. 


“Development further up the river 
will not only take time but will re- 
quire the expenditure of much money 
and with the temporary eulargement 
of the present intake the water supply 
of the city will be sufficient fur the 
next four or five years, and in the 
meantime steps should be taken louk- 
ing to permanent provision for the i- 
take supply and also for the pumping 
of water in a less expensive manner. 
This could be very eusily finaneed by 
setting aside a certain percentage of 
the receipts of the water department 
each year to be used for this purpuse. 
Just as soon as the debts of the schoo! 
department are paid the water rate 
should be lowered. ‘The rate was in 
creased last year for the purpose of 
relieving the financial strain of the 
school department. * All of the increase 
in water rates has gone to the school 
department and none of it has been 
used in any of the other departments 
of the city government. 

‘One of the most important depart- | 
ments of the city government is the 
public schools. The public school Sys- 
tem = =61s— the ~—s greatest bulwark 
of American liberties and_insti- 
tutions and should be generously sup- 
ported. I wish to urge a_lib- 
eral attitude in the support of the pub- 
lic school system, but at the same time 
to call attention to the fact that the 
public school system should not be 
supported to the exclusion of all other 
departments, for unless other depart- 
ments of government are maintained. 
it will not be possible to maintain a 
school department. ' 

“The present law for the control and 
management of the finances of the 
schqol department is wrong, for under 
the present law the mayor and gen- 
eral council are required to give the 
school department at least 26 per cent | 
of the entire revenue of the city. The | 
past year the city government gave to’ 
the school department 30.7 per cent of 
its entire revenue. thereby establish- 
ing a record for liberality in the sup- 


Never before in the history of Atlan- 
ta have the schools been more liberally 
supported than during the last year, 
when approximately $3,400,000 was’ 
appropriated to the school department. | 
This money Was expended by the school 
department without the approval of the 
city government proper, although the 
city government was charged with the 
legal and moral responsibility of pro- 
viding the funds. 
Change Recommended. 

“I have discussed with some of the 
members of the board of education the 
present law and they all agree that 
it should be changed, and I recommend 
that the matter of the financial man- 
agement of the school department be 
submitted to the voters of the city of 
Atlanta and let them say whether or 
not the financial management should 
be under the mayor and general coun- 
cil, or whether the school department 
should be allowed to levy a separate 
tax for ies own support. It should 
not remain as at present. 

“Additional school buildings should 
be provided and can be. The law 
providing for the .furnishing of free 
school books should be amended so 
that a uniform list of books be fur-: 


| srammar school, 


am convinced after talking to several 
of the teaching staff of ‘the public 
school system that fewer books could 
be used and as good if not better re- 
sults obtained. This will necessitate 
a, charter amendment, and the charter 
revision committee is respectfylly re- 
quested to take the matter up with a 
view of having such an amendment 
passed at the next session of the gen- 
eral assembly of Georgia. 

‘It is oniy a question of time until 
the people who pay the taxes are going 
to demand a consolidation of the city 
and county government, and with this 
as well as the best interest of the de- 
partment, I am strongly in favor of 
merging the county and city school 
syste’as. 
in view and because of the economical, 

Public Affairs. 

“The police department is function. 
ing better today than it has in sev- 
eral years. 1 am told by officers 
and men in the department that there 
is more cooperation today than in 
many years. In this department more 
and better equipment was~ supplied 
during the past year. The extension 
of the city limits and the growth of 
the traffic regulations require more 
men, and I recommend that if the fi- 
nances are sufficient, at least twenty- 
five patrolmen” be added in this de- 
partment. 

“Atlanta is too large for only one 
police station. Much time and ex- 
pense can be saved and better service 
rendered -the public by establishing 
substations. At least one should be 
built this year in the vicinity of West 
End and Oakland City. 

“When the traffic bureau was cre- 
ated in the police department it was 
largely an experiment, and from ob- 
servation I do not believe a spegial! 
captain is *necessary in this depart- 
ment. One captain should be in com 
mand of each entire watch and a 
lieutenant or’ sergeant detailed for 
traffic supervision. Two captains, 
from information furnished me. is 
confusing at times because of conflict- 
ing orders issued by each. 

“My information is that there are 
too many office employees in the sta- 
tion house and that some duplication 
of work occurs. Unless the men on 
the day watch are required to make 
their cases returnable at 4:30 o'clock 
p. m., the extra session of police court 
should be stopped and at least one, 
if not two, employees relieved from 
duty. This extra session of court 
was established in order for the men 
to try their-cases after they had been 
elev from duty and in order that 
the nfen on the day watch would not 
be off their beats. 

_ “The police committee should be a 
little more firm in dealing with the 
men in the department, and when 
changes are made and discharges or- 
dered, the same should be thoroughly 
considered beforehand and not changed 
at the next meeting. 

“Lighter weight clothing should be 
specified for men in the police depart 
ment for summer wear. More traffic 
signal lights should be handled by 
one operator and the other officers 
released for other duties. 

Fire Service. 

“The fire department is being ex- 
panded and the service extended with 
the srowth of the city. A new sta- 
tion is now’ being considered on 
Highland near Virginia avenue and 
will be ready for occupancy in the 
early summer. With the completion 
of this fire station it will be necessary 
to provide for its equipment and for 
additional men. This is a matter 
which should be considered in making 
up the finance sheet this year, 


“The matter of the removal of the 
city prison is another important ques 
tion with which general council should 
deal this year. The present location 
IS too close to the Girls’ High school. 
rhe women prisoners should be pro- 
vided with quarters at the dairy farm 
and used in domestic work of provid- 
ing clothing for the prisoners, and the 
colored women prisoners employed iy 
cultivating vegetables for use at the 
city hospitals and prison. The men 
prisoners should be provided with 
quarters on the lot which is owned by 
the city on Fort street, and if neces 
sary additional space should be se- 
cured so as to consolidate all of the 
repair shops, including the city garag. 
at this point and thereby eliminate 
the expense of maintaining two or 
three different shops and garages and 
the paying of rent for the same.

Views On Charter. | 

“There has arisen in the past few 
months some agitation for :. new char-| 
ter for the city. In my opinion, the! 
present form of representative goy- 
ernment should be retained by the 
people of Atlanta and perfected in- 
stead of abolished . Certain charter | 
amendments should be made, one of 
which should reduce the number of 
councilmen and aldermen in the gen- 
eral council to at least one-half of! 
the present membership. ‘Another 
charter amendment which was re. 
quested last year by the city govern- 
ment and for some reason not passed 
by the general assembly and which 
request should be renewed, is to per- 
mit the mayor and general council, by 
appropriate legislation, to abolish and 
consolidate the different departments 
of city government. With these amend- 
ments to the present charter of the 
city of Atlanta, and with the ameni- 
ments regulating the financial man- 
agement of the school department, the 
present form of government in my 
opinion would be the most acceptable 
to the people of Atlanta. 
_ “Brom observation and experience, 
it is not so much the form of govern- 
ment under which a city operates as 
the officials elected to operate it that 
counts, and if the people would direct 
more attention to the selection of 
their 6fficials to whom is delegated 
the right and power of governing and 
less attention to the form under 
which it is administered, much greater | 
results would be. obtained. | 

“According to the census of 1920, 
the total potential white .vote of the 
city of Atlanta was 85,896. In other 
words, this number of people could 
have qualified and voted in the city 
elections since 1920 if the census is 
correct. This has been greatly in- 
creased because of the increase in 
population and because of many who 
have since reached the voting age In 
the last city election 27,740 qualified 
to vote and of this number only 14,- 
Dov exercised the right. So it can a? 
once be seen that the indifference of 
the people toward voting and taking 
a part in the choice of officials who 
are to be selected to carry on their 
business has become alarming. With 
this percentage voting, this is no 
longer a government by the majority, 
and one of the principal things that 
will bring about better government is 
for the people to exercise their right 
of franchise. 

Rap at County Commission. 

“A pretty good example of commis- 
sion form of government is the Fulton 
county form, and the payment of sal- 
aries out of all reason without regard 
to the rights of the taxpayers.

“There are those who think they 
pay too much taxes, especially for 
municipal and state government, and 
in many instances this is true, and 
there are many instances where we 
heve proof of the most flagrant waste 
ef taxpayers’ money by those in au- 
thority and charged with the spend- 
ing of the same. This ought to pe 
corrected, and so far as I am con- 
eerned I pledge my whole-hearted 
support in every movement looking 
to the prevention of waste and the 
conservation of the people’s taxes. 
But this can be done just as easuy 
under the present form of govern- 
ment as under any other if the peo- 
ple will elect men to office who will 
cooperate in thie movement. 

Tratfic Problem. 

“One of the most perplexing proo- 
lems the city goverifment has to deal 
with is that of traffic. This is not 
only true with Atlanta but with most 
large cities. With 
the yladucts at Pryor street and Cen- 
tral avenue, und with the widening 
and extension of streets, the traffic 
problem will be greatly solved. 

“Only recently an organization 
teade its report which was employed 
to make a survey of the trarfic and 
transportation problem in Atlanta. 
Many of the recommendations made 
yy this organization were contained 
in former messages and in this one, 
and with the carrying out of these 
suggestions ana recommendations, 
ruch relief trom congestion of the 
business section will result. May I 
cleo eall to sour attention the fact 
that these recommendatinos were made 
by experts who are disinterested, and 
‘vhile it is not expected that we should 
agree to all of the recommendations, 
set those we do concur in should be 
nut into effect. Some of:the suz- 
yvestions contained in this report are 
premature for: Atlanta, and the re- 
pert shonll be considered thoroughty 
and those martere which are indorsed 
hy the city officials put into effect. 
This report is extensive and volumi- 
nous and will reyuire time to study 
it, and I recommend that the same 
he printed tend euopies furnished to 
eich member of ‘your honorable body. 
in order that a thorough study of 
the same may be made. 

“T.ast year an ordinance was passed 
permitting the blocking of traffic at 
the railroad crossings on Central ave- 
nue and Pryor street for a period of 
10 minutes. This ordinance was ve- 
toed but the same was adopted not- 
withstand ng this veto, and I am sat- 
isfied from the experience of the 
past few months that those who advo- 
cated the adoption of this ordinance 
will see their mistake and that the 
same should be repealed. The es- 
tablishing of traffic boulevards is a 
step forward in solving the traffic 
problem. 

“Tt is only a question of time until 
the city government will be forced to 
prohibit parking of cars in the down 
town and busimess sections. The con 
tinuous parking of cars in this con- 
gested aren is a hazard and in the 
event of fire may prove most dis- 
astrous. 


Jitney Regvilation. 

“The question of the regulation of 
jitney busses is another matter with 
which the present government will 
have to deal. In dealing with this 
question we must look not only to the 
protection of invested capital but also 
to thg convenience of the public, and 
it is a matter in which the publie is 
vitally interested. People who have 
invested money in Atlanta should be 
protected against unfair competition. 
One of the greatest. necessities in the 
life, progress and development of a 
city is its,transportatiqn facilities and 
its public service organizations. : 
city can grow and prosper to the full- 
est extent with continual strife be- 
tween it and its public service cor- 
poration. 
Railway and Power company are 
fixed by the public service commis- 
sion. The city government has no 
authority under the law to fix the 
rates of this publie service corpora- 
All that the mayor and general 
council can do is te muke recommen- 
dations to the publie service commis- 
sion. and in doing so we should thor- 
oughly consider our recommendations, 
because as a rule the public service 
commission gives much weight to the 
recommendations of the city govern- 
ment which the publie service corpo- 
ration serves. In our dealings with 


a 


the Georgia Railway and Power com- 


pany and in.the recommendations 
which we make to the public service 
commission, we should be just as fair 
as if we were dealing with any in- 
dividual. Prejudice and intolerance 
should be eradicated for it has no 
place in the dealiags between the city 
government and any of its citizens 
and taxpayers. 

“In the building of a greater At- 
lanta we need the cooperation of all. 
not only of capital but of labor, and 
both should be protected as far as is 
reasonable and just. Each should re- 
eeive equal protection and_ special 
privileges granted ts nene. 

City Finances. 

“The finances of the city are in 
splendid shape with but one excep- 
tion and that is the school depart- 
ment, which department makes ex- 
penditures as above mentioned with- 
out regard to the approval or disap- 
proval of the mayor and_ general 
council. The city closed the year 
with no deficit except that incurred 
by the school department. All other 
departments have kept well within 
their appropriations. 

“The city government paid all of 
its current bills up to the first of the 
year and none are being carried over 
to this year. 

“Last year the city collected in 
taxes the sum of $4,793,143.07. The 
city also collected on back taxes for 
1928 and previous years the sum of 
$311,427.71. Business licenses amount- 


ling to $490,153.13 were collected. The 


city received from fines in the re- 


eorder’s court the sum of $242,969.20. 


There were other small items of reve- 
nue collected, making a total collected 
from all sources of $7,917.46546. Out 
of this amount interest was paid by 
the city of Atlanta last year in the 
sum of $537,963.87, and the sum of 
$520.143.92 was provided for the sink- 
ing fund to retire maturing bonds, 
making a total of $1,058,107.79 which 
was paid for interest and _ sinking 
fund alone, leaving a balance after 
deducting the items for interest and 
sinking fund. of 86.859.357.87 for all 
departments of city government and 
expenditures, 

“Of this amount the schools were 
given the sum of $2,890,921.92, leav- 
ing a balance for all other depart- 
ments of city government and for all 
other expenditures of $3,06S,136.96. 
In addition to giving the schools $2,- 
890.921.92, they were given all of the 
school revenue from the state, non- 
resident tuition and other items of in- 
come to which they were entitled, 
making a total of $3,083,740.58 which 
the schools received in revenue, and 
in addition to this the city borrowed 
the sum of $350.000 for the schools 
and gave it to them, which makes a 
total appropriated to schools alone of 
$3.433,740.58. Yet some have 
charged that the present administra- 
tion has not been as-liberal with the 
school defartment as it should. Let 
me ask in view of the above record 
if this charge is well founded?

“The issuing of bonds by munici- 
palities in many sections of the coun- 
try is becoming almost a_ habit. 
There are instances where the is- 
suing of bonds can be justified, but 
‘the ordinary and natural growth of a 
city should be taken care of without 
the issuing of bonds. None of tha 
improvements advocated in this mes- 
sage will necessitate the issuing of 
bonds. The bonded indebtedness of 
the city of Atlanta is indeed small 
and this is to the credit of the city. 
The bonded indebtedness is approxi- 
mately $12,000,000, and I do not ad- 
vocate increasing it at present or 
in the near future. The payment of 
interest is one expense that should 
be kept at a minimum, and except in 
eases of extraordinary development 
and improvement, bonds should not 
be resorted to. The city has suf- 
ficient income if properly expended 
to take care of all necessary improve- 
ment and extensions without resorting 
to the issuing of bonds at least for 
the present. 

“Men who oo their duty‘are going 
to be censured, in fact, it is impossi- 
ble to please everyone, and one of 
the most regrettable incidents of the 
past year occurred only a few nights 
ago when some of Atlanta’s leading 
citizens who undoubtedly have the 
interest of Atlanta at heart were re- 
ported to have heaped upon not only 
the city officials but state officials 
as well. much undue criticism.

W. R. JOYNER’S DEATH. 

The death of W. R. Joyner, for 
21 years chief of Atlanta’s fire de- 
partment and subsequently mayor 
for two years, will cause genuine 
sorrow_to thousands of friends in 
Atlanta and the whole country. He 
was not only one of the city’s most 


picturesque characters, but became, 


internationally famous as a fire chief, 
so much so that he had the distinc- 
tion of serving three terms as presi- 
dent of the International Association 
of Fire Chiefs, an honor never before 
or since conferred upon any mein- 
ber for more than two terms. 

In 1885 while serving Atlanta as 
city marshal and taking an active 
interest in all the civic activities of 
a small but ambitious city even then 
in the process of rébuilding upon 


early administration that the depart- 
ment was incorporated into the 
services of the municipality. He, 
therefore, was the first fire chief 
when the department became a paid 
department of the city government, 
aiid his earnestness and zeal and 
efficiency, together with his’ strong 
personal affection for the men who 
served under him, which was more 
than reciprocated, made him oné of 
the outstanding figures in Atlanta, 
and a fireman whose fine general- 
Ship was heralded throughout the 
country. 

Two years after his voluntary re- 
tirement from the firé service he was 
elected mayor for one term, which 
position he also filled with outstand- 
ing crédit. He was, subsequently 
made state fire marshal and served 
in this capacity until failing health 
and especially eyesight forced him 
to retire three years ago. 

In all of his long public service 
his loyalty to his friends, devotion 
to Atlanta and earnest enthusiasm, 
coupled with an attractive personal- 
ity and a hearty optimism, made 
him one of the most popular and 
most sincerely beloved men in Geor- 
via. 

He was affectionately known as 
“Cap Joyner” by thousands of 
friends and acquaintances, and his 


passing will cast a shadow over 
Atlanta.

‘‘W omen Governors vs. Party Politics’’

Wyoming and Texas entered 
into an experiment when they 
elected Mrs. Ross and Mrs. Fer- 
guson respectively governors of 
the two states. Just how it is 
working out is of vital interest 
to the nation at large inasmuch 
as the two women are the first 
to have been elected to gover- 
norship. Mrs. Carrie Chapman 
Catt gives an illuminating article 
on bow these women are making 
out. 


Wyoming was the first state in the 


women which she confidently did in 
1869 and has boldly defended his act 
ever since. Where women have voted 
for 53 years, a woman governor might 
well be expected to emerge, but even 
Wyoming is cautious in the midst of 
her progressive standards.

Editor Constitution: It is indeed 


‘| gratifying that the federal reserve sys- 


tem has at last learned that which we 
have been seeking to impress upon it 
during the past five years, as revealed 
in your front page article of your 
January 5 issue entitled, “Par Clear- 
ance Fight by Federal Bank Ex- 


| plained,” and your editorial entitled, 


“Disappointing.” We have held all 
along that the collection system 
sought to be established by the Fed- 
eral Reserve System was simply a 
controversy between the large city 
banks on the one hand and the coun- 
try banks on the other, and that if 
the reserve system had _ succeeded 
there would have been no necessary 
reaction to the benefit of the general 
public. 

The recent decision of Judge Sibley, 
if sustained upon appeal, would not 
mean that the banks of Atlanta would 
be compelled to accept checks on dis- 
tant points from their depositors, 
granting immediate credit and collect- 
ing same without charge. This fact 
has beef{ so often explained in your 
columns that those of your readers 
who have desired to keep up with 
the matter have been enabled to keep 
informed upon the subject. 

If the recent decision should be sus- 
tained by the United States supreme 
court upon the appeal which is now 
in course of preparation there will be 
no change in the present status of 
check clearing and collection by the 
reserve banks. The member banks 
will continue to be deprived of those 
rights that are assured to the state 
banks under former decisions of the 
courts in four cases. 

It is difficult to understand what 
vou mean by the last paragraph of 
your editorial as follows: “Event- 
ually, the accepted bank check will 
pass as the treasury bill, as_ par- 
currency. The country will welcome 
that day.” But your statement that 
“valid checks on banks ought to pass 
current at par just as a treasury 
note—paper money—passes at par, 
is most readily understood. Such a 
duv will never come because valid 
checks will never become legal tender 
and will never have the guarantee 


of the government behind them. 

If such a condition is desirable. 
then the collection plan of the federal 
reserve system militates against it in 
that its chief claim of justification is 
that it minimizes the “current” fea- 
ture of checks to the lowest possible 
point and carries the check to its des- 


‘tination for payment and cancellation 


at the earliest possible time. 

Checks that were formerly accepted 
by the banks for immediate credit and 
availability are now accepted by re- 
serve banks only for collection and 
eredit deferred until such time as the 
checks can reach the bank of pay- 
ment and remittance for same be re- 
ceived by the depository reserve bank. 
In other words, on a great majority of 
checks no credit is ever given for the 
check, but only for the proceeds there- 
of after the check has gone out of ex- 
istence through cancellation and 
charge to the drawer. 

\'o correct this evil in the federal 
reserve plan is one of the subjects of

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HEALTH TALKS 


BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


EARLY FLATFOOT. 


“Weak ankles,’ weak feet,” pro- 
nated feet, static valgus and early 
flatfoot are various names for the 
beginning of the commonest of ac- 
quired deformities. ‘The condition is 
very prevalent among children, par- 
ticularly girls 10 to 16 years old, and 
if neglected cr unintelligently treated 
it tends to develop into pegmanent 
rigid flatfoot. 

Three factors contribute toward the 

occurrence of “weak feet,” » namely, 
(one,) faulty nutrition, (two,) neg- 
lect of physical education, and 
(three) improper footwear. 
‘The nutritional defect is "sot clearly 
defined as yet, but we are justified in 
assuming that the average dietary of 
children in the cities is deficient in 
calcium phosphate, which is an im- 
portant constituent of ligament, mus- 
cle and bone, and that the dietary 1s 
often deficient also in vitamins which 
are essential for the growth and de- 
velopment of normal muscles and lig- 
aments. Both the calcium phosphate 
and the vitamins are available in 
adequate amounts in certain foods 
which for one reason or another chil- 
dren do not get in many urban homes. 
Those foods are pure milk (unpas- 
teurized, unsterilized), the fresh 
greens and fresh vegetables (preferably 
raw), and such fruit as oranges, 
prunes, grapes, bananas, strawberries, 
The child under 16 who does not take 
at least a quart of pure fresh milk 
daily is likely to suffer from calcium 
shortage. 

Of course the nuts, particularly 
peanuts, pecans, walnuts and almonds 
are relatively the richest of all foods 
in calcium and are also excellent 
sources of vitamins, but very few peo- 
ple can learn to use nuts as a staple 
article of diet because they do not 
know the nutritive value and the 
economy of nuts in the diet. 

A query that comes to me every 
day concerns the question of eating 
such things as potatoes, carrots, oat- 
meal, cucumbers, turnips, onions, 
wheat bran, unground wheat, rice, 
cabbage, and the like. Not only is 
it harmless to indulge an appetite or 
craving for such things, but it is a 
healthful habit for children and adults 
to eat some raw food every day. In 
many cases the hankering seeins to 
be for laundry starch—quite harmless, 
but not particularly advisable us a 
health habit; it would be well for one 
with that craving to switch to some 
one of the items I have just men- 
tioned. Laundry starch is just starch, 
carbohydrate, perfectly good food but 
the very kind of food which most ef 
us take to excess. 

It seems somewhat beside the ques- 
tion to discuss diet when we are con- 
sidering flat foot. I give these de- 
tails not as facts, (for I don’t know 
definitely whether they are facts), 
bus as my opinton merely. It would 


be foolish to imagine that flat foot | 


can be cured by correction of diet. I 
have suggested nothing like that. But 
from all I can learn about it, the 
dietary deficiency I have pointed out 
is in all likelihood a factor in the 
causation of “weak feet” in young 
persons. 

In our next lesson in this course 
we shall consider the second factor, 
lack of education.

The dispatch from Ambassador 
Herrick transmitting 
was sent by Secretary Hughes to 
retary Mellon as chairman of the 
funding commission. It was said defi- 
nitely at the state department, how- 
ever, that it did not warrant the call- 
ing of a special meeting of the com- 
-mission, since it was specifically cou- 
fined, as Paris press advices had indi- 
cated, to expression of the minister’s 
own ideas on the question. 

Secretary Mellon's study of the 
memorandum failed to provide him 
with any information on the French 
views in addition to that he was said 
to have obtained already from his con- 
versations with Ambassador Jusse- 
rand.
